Officials Take Steps to Regulate 
Supply in Greater Berlin. 


BERLIN, Germany, Feb. 22.—The 
bread card, wh:ch to-morrow will be 
a year old, will be supplemented 
henceforth in Greater Berlin by a 
similar regulation with respect ta the 
butter supply. The executive authori- 
ties of Greater Berlin have decided 
to limit the sale of butter to a quar- 
ter of a pound for each person week- 
ly, to be obtained on presentation of 
the bread card. 

Pending the introduction of a simi- 
lar system throuhgout the empire, 
the authorities cannot even guaran- 
tee that this amount will be avail- 
able for residents of Berlin, al- 
though it is hoped that this will be 
Possible.

Only 274 
swine were offered for sale in the 
Berlin market Saturday and five in 
Hamburg.

A HISTORIC HOUSE. 


Where Tyndale Started to Transiate 
the Bible Into English. 

About two miles from the old mar- 
ket town of Chipping Sodbury, Eng- 
land, stands an old time house known 
as Little Sodb manor house, which, 
quite apart from its celebrity as one, 
of the oldest examples of domestic ar- 
chitecture in Gloucestershire, has been 
justly styled “the birthplace of the 
English Bible.” 

In one of the old roums William 
Tyndale, who lived there for two 
years, conceived the ideu and com- 
menced the work of translating the 
New Testament into English. 

In 1521 Sir John Walsh, owner of 
the manor house, had need of a chap- 
lain and tutor for his children, and bis 
choice fell upon Tyndale, who had 
just completed his university career. 
Tyndale was in great favor with his 
master, who encouraged him in the 
great work he had undertaken. 

It is quite possible that the transla- 
tion would have been completed here, 
but Tyndale, having expressed his opin- 
tons too freely to the neighboring cler- 
gy, found. himself secretly charged 
with heresy and summoned to appear 
before the chancellor of the diocese. 
Although at the time he was merely 

‘admonished, he did not consider it 
safe to continue in the manor house, 
thereby involving his patron in dan- 
ger, 80 he left and proceeded with his 
translation in London.—Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor.

EMPEROR OF GERMANY. 
Why, From a Legal Standpoint, There 
Is Now No Such Title. 

There is no such person now as 
the emperor of Germany, and there 
never has been so far as a Prussian 
king igs concerned. Further, there is a 
reason why such is so. It is no mere 
quibble over the form of a name. 

Emperor of Germany was a title as- 
sumed by Rudolph, count of Hapsburg. 
in 1273. By the pragmatic sanction of 
1439 the title, then held by Albert IL., 
was confined in perpetuity to the house 
of Austria. This succession came to 
an end in the person of Francis II., 
who after his crushing defeat by Napo- 
leon resigned his title of emperor of 
Germany uuod took that of emperor of 
Austria, 1806. Agt the same time Aus- 
tria withdrew fpom the leadership of 
the Germanic states, and Prussia, once 
a mere fief of Poland, stepped into the 
position. ‘That movement, however, 
was gradual, entailing many other 
changes, and it was not till 1871 that 
the new German confederation com. 
pleted its dream by the king of Prussia 
becoming German. emperor,

Witches of Germany. 

Freiburg-im-Breisgau made it hot for 
witches in the old days. No town in 
Germany was more famous for detect- 
ing witches and for burning them. 
These incidents are said to have aver- 
aged nearly one a month. The suburb 
of the Wiehre was especially notorious, 
and the local executioner won a bet 
that there were more witches in this 
village than could be packed into a 
four horse wagon. Maria Theresa, 
however, put down witch burning, and 
the last instance in the neighborhood 
occurred in 1751. But on the Kandel, 
a bill not far off, all the witches of the 
Black forest are still reputed to assem-

SALT AS A LUXURY. 


in: Most European Lands it Is Dear 
and Used Sparingly.

water pumped from deep wells, but in 


most of the countries of Europe the 
bulk of the salt which is consumed is 
made by the evaporation of sea water. 

Sea salt is not so pure as salt which 
is produced from wells, as it « ‘tains 
a percentage of salts of magiesium, 
potassium and lime, with traces of 
fodine and other elements tn addition 
to the sodium chloride which ia the 
desired substance. But it answers tho 
purpose about as weil. 

The sea’ water is let into great shal- 
low basins or ponds at high tide, the 
flow being controlled by gutes. The 
sun, which shines very powerfully on 
the south Breton coast, graduuil; evap- 
orates the water, and the brine be- 
comes constantly stronger. More wa- 
ter is let in from time to time until a 
certain point of saturation is reached, 
and then the water is allowed to dry 
up, and the salt is left behind as a 
thin crust or coating on the bottom of 
the ponds, 

The salt is then gathered by means 
of rakes and scoops. In this forn, of 
course, it is very impure, for in taking 
it up a large amount of dirt is taken 
up with it. It is piled up, and in due 
course the action of the rain and 
weather serves to filter out most of 
the dirt, and the salt is left io fairly 
pure condition. 

As you go along through the salt 
districts you will see hundreds of these 
white piles of salt, containing perhaps 
a ton or go each. The crude salt is 
finally taken to mills, where it is put 
through refining processes aud made 
ready for market. 

Salt brings high prices in most En- 
ropean countries. It is such a luxury 
that the people have to be sparinz of 
it. You might wonder why this is 
when Europe has such a buge coust 
line and all that is necessary is to let 
the sea water evaporate under the in- 
fluence of Old Sol to produce ::Il the 
salt any one could want. 

But here is where the law steps in. 
The government assumes that the sea 
is its property, and it will not allow 
ordinary citizens to make salt from it 
or in fact make any other private use 
of it without a license. 

Poor fishermen in Turkey were put 
in prison because they boiled sca wa- 
ter and made their own salt. This il- 
licit making of salt was against the 
law, just as the making of spirituous 
liquor without a proper license from 
the government is against the law in 
this country.

DANGER IN GASOLINE. 


Do you krow that gasoline gas is 
powerful than dyna- 


that sparks are possible, igniting the 
gasoline and causing fire and explosion. 
Weather conditions affect the results 
decidedly, the dry air of winter being 
more dangerous than moist summer 
air. Gasoline explosions in garages are 
often brought about by static electric- 
ity, a fact definitely proved. 

In case of fire tight cans are liable to 

explode, throwing the burning gasoline 
all over the premises, thereby augment- 
ing the fire. For this reason gasoline 
‘should be stored outside the house, 
preferably in safety type cans (cans 
with fine wire gauze in neck and 
spout). 
‘Gasoline used for cleaning should be 
used outdoors, at least fifty feet from 
any fire, light or burning substance, 
never in an inclosed room. The heavy 
vapors travel long distances and are 
highly explosive. Never clean gloves 
on the hands, The rubbing or agitating 
of clothing in gasoline should be ac- 
complished by means of a dry stick, 

Gasoline stoves should never be filled 
with a light or fire within fifty feet of 
the stove, 


One of the World’s Dark Spots. 

Even today inland New Guinea is 
one of the world’s dark spots. The 
country is a nightmare of gigantic 
precipices, huge ravines, great swamps 
and soaking forests. In 1901 the Dan- 
ish explorer Peterson, with three com- 
panions, dived deep into the heart of 
this unknown country. They were 
captured by a tribe of savages, who 
killed their carriers and made them 
prisoners. For long they were be 
lieved to be dead. Then, to every one’s 
amazement, a letter in Peterson’s writ- 
ing was brought by a native to the 
coust.

In Most European Lands It Is Dear 
Used Sparingly.

bulk of the salt which is consumed is 
made by the evaporation of sea water. 

Sea salt is not so pure as salt which 
is produced from wells, as it « 1tuins 
a percentage of salts of magnesium, 
potassium and lime, with traces of 
fodine and other elements in addition 
to the sodium chloride which is the 
desired substance. But it answers tho 
purpose about as well. 

The sea‘ water is let into great sbal- 
low basins or ponds at high tide, the 
flow being controlled by guics. The 
sun, which shines very powerfully on 
the south Breton coast, gradually evap- 
orates the water, and the brine be- 
comes constantly stronger. More wa- 
ter is let in from time to time until a 
certain point of saturation is reached, 
and then the water is allowed to dry 
up, and the salt is left behind as a 
thin crust or coating on tbe bottom of 
the ponds, 

The salt is then gathered by means 
of rakes and scoops. In this form, of 
course, it is very impure, for in taking 
it up a large amount of dirt is tuken 
up with it. It is piled up, und in due 
course the action of the rain aud 
weather serves to filter out most of 
the dirt, and the salt is left io fairly 
pure condition. 

As you go along through the salt 
districts you will see bundreds of these 
white piles of salt, containing perbaps 
a ton or so each. ‘Tlie crude salt is 
finally taken to mills, where it is put 
through refining processes aud made 
ready for market. 

Salt brings high prices in most En- 
ropean countries. It is such a Juxury 
that the people have to be spariuz of 
it. You might wonder why this is 
when Europe has such a buge coust 
line and all that is necessary is to let 
the sea water evaporate under the in- 
fluence of Old Sol to produce :1l) the 
salt any one could want. 

But here is where the law steps in. 
The government assumes that the sca 
{s its property, and it will not allow 
ordinary citizens to make salt from it 
or in fact make any other private use 
of it without a license. 

Poor fishermen in Turkey were put 
in prison because tbey boiled sea wa- 
ter and made their own salt. This tl- 
licit making of salt was against the 
law, just as the making of spirituous 
HMquor without a proper license from 
the government is against the law in 
this country.

For this reason gasoline 
should be stored outside the house, 
preferably in safety type cans (cans 
with fine wire gauze in neck and 
spout), 

Gasoline used for cleaning should be 
used outdoors, at least fifty feet from 
any fire, light or burning substance, 
never in an inclosed room. The heavy 
vapors travel long distances and are 
highly explosive. Never clean gloves 
on the hands, The rubbing or agitating 
of clothing in gasoline should be ac- 
complished by means of a dry stick, 

Gasoline stoves should never be filled 
with a light or fire within Ofty feet of 
the stove,

ON GETTING STUNG. 


Not Socially Nor Financially, but-the 
Real Hornet Thing. 

Ever get stung? Or, rather, who 
basn’t, says the North Carolina state 
board of health—“both with bees and 
otherwise. Hurts like the mischief, 
doesn’t it—both getting stung by bees 
and getting stung otherwise? For el- 
ther kind of getting stung prevention is 
better than cure, and discretion is tle 
best part of valor. 7 

Tact, diplomacy and good judgment 
will ward off many instances of get- 
ting stung in the social world as well 
us in the insect world. We offer no 
panacea or remedy for the former, but 
for the latter, seriously speaking, much 
cin be done, 

The first impulse in the case of an 
{nsect sting is to strike the offending 
insect, and in doing so in most cases 
We usually tear the insect away from 
{ts sting, leaving the sting in the flesh, 
It {s the frritating poison on the 
sting that burts so badly and causes 
such swelling, so the very first thing 
to do is to remove the sting it left in 
the flesh, Use a knife point or needle 
for this purpose. Then, don't scratch 
or rub the sting. That only makes 
bad matters worse. Apply a few drops 
of weak ammonia or spirits of camphor 
or ordinary tincture of fodine as quick- 
ly as possible. 

The poison from hornet stings {s 
soluble in alcohol, and therefore if the 
spot be gently batbed or washed tn al- 
coho! some relief is obtained. 

Finally, if ammonia, camphor, iodine 
or alcohol is not available, gently rub- 
bing a piece of wet soup over the sting 
helps the situation out somewhat. Al- 
ways remember, however, that the 
most important first aid is to remove 
the offending sting und tbat prevention 
is better than cure,

Everybody knows “My Faith 
Looks Up to Thee,” a hymn with a 
unique record. It was the first hymn 
the author, Dr. Ray Palmer, evet 
wrote. It is by far the most popular 
of his hymns. It was written when 
be was a mere lad, and he survived 
{ts publication and popularity sixty 
years. It was set to music in the year 
of its birth and has always been sung 
to the same tune. . 
One of the best known hymns in the 
world is “There Is a Land of Pure De- 
light.” Yet it was written by Isaac 
Watts before he reached manhood. It 
is sald that he was staying in the Isle 
‘of Wight and looking across to Hamp- 

shire when he penned the lines: 


Sweet fields beyond the swelling flood 
Stand dressed in living green. 


That fine soldierly bymn, “Oft In 
Danger, Oft In Woe, Onward, Chris- 
tian, Onward Go,” was actually writ- 
ten by a boy and girl who never saw 
each other. The boy was poor Henry 
Kirke White, who died before he 
reached manhood, and the girl was 
Frances Fuller-Maitland. : 

The fact is that when the boy poet 
died the little girl was not born. Ex- 
actly when Kirke White wrote his 
verses is not known, for they were 
found among his papers after his 
death. He had worked some sums in 
algebra on the same sheet. 

Twenty years later the little Frances, 
fourteen years old, wrote the verses 
beginning respectively, “Let your 
drooping hearts be glad,” “Let not 
sorrow dim your eye,” and “Onward, 
then, to battle move,” which made a 
fine hymn of what was really only a 
set of verses. 

Frances Ridley Havergal wrote one 
of her best known hymns when she 
was a girl of fifteen. In fact, it was 
the first thing of any importance she 
ever penned. This is the pathetic 
hymn, “Thy Life Was Given For Me.” 

It was scribbled on the back of a cir- 
cular in pencil and first read to an old, 
bedridden woman who liked it so 
much that the little girl repented of 
her first intention to burn it, and her 
father wrote the well known tune, 
Baca, to it.~London Tit-Bita, ara?

A SKIM MILK VARIETY. 





Most of our dairy farmers are well 
accustomed to hear of milk ‘‘test- 
ing” so much, either high or low, 
understanding thereby that it  con- 
tains a certain percentage of fat. 
What is not qpite so clear to the ma- 
jority, is the fact that milk varies 
considerably in its test, or content 
of fat, from day to day, even from 
one milking to another on the same 


day, and from month to month. 
This applies to mixed herd milk and 
more particularly to milk from 


single cows. 

Thus, if milk is valued according to 
its fat content, it is evidently of ex- 
treme importance to every diary 
farmer to know what the milk does 
test’; ‘further, he needs to know, 
whether selling cream or pooling milk, 
is Spot’s milk tests 25 or 4.8, if 
Blossom’s milk tests 3.1 or 5.2 per 
cent of fat. In one herd where six 
samples of milk from each cow were 
tested each month, it was found that 
three cows averaged only 1.8,2.8 and 
2.7 per cent of fat for .the whole 
year.

White Pine Blister Rust Threatens 
Serious Damage in Some Parts. 


The alarming character of the 
white pine blister rust and the econo- 
mic loss which it threatens are 
sharply emphasized by four recent 
serious outbreaks on pine trees and 
currant bushes in three places in On- 
tario, say the department specialists. 
This disease was introduced on im- 
ported white pine nursery stock, 

The white pine blister rust affects 
the eastern white pine, the western 
white pine, the sugar pine, and in-, 
deed all of the so called five leaf 
pines, producing cankers on the 
stems and branches, killing young | 
trees and maiming and disfiguring 
old ones. It also produces a leat 
disease of currant and gooseberry 
bushes, The fungus causing the dis-| 
ease must live for a part of its life, 
on pine trees and part of its life on

ease cannot spread from one pine 
tree to another, but must pass first 
to currant bushes and then back to 
pine. 

In Europe the disease has made 
the culture of white pine impractic- 
able in England, Denmark, and Hol- 
land and has seriously handicapped 
its cultivation in Germany. For- 
tunately, the disease is not known to 
be present in the West, but if it is 
not’checked in the East its ultimate 
spread to the vast forests of the 
Rocky mountains and the Pacifie 
coast is certain.

MUCK SOILS, 





fiow Rich But Badly Drained Ground 
Should Be ‘Treated, 
In Canada we have considerable 


; areas of muck land, some of which 


are’ suitable for soil Purposes, while 
others are not. Muck and peat are 
often used as synonymous terms, 
but there is a considerable difference 
between them. It is true, however, 
that the types of each grade into one 
another and that the characteristics 
largely upon the 
stage of decay and the local condi- 
tions such as amount of’ water pre- 
sent, temperat&re, vegetation, ete, 
The types best suited for soil pur- 
poses are those black deposits hav- 
ing a high ash content and fine tex- 
ture, in which the original material 
has reached an advanced state of de- 
composition. Brown peat of a felty 
fibrous nature can rarely be adapt- 
ed: for the purpose of producing 
crops, Though muck soils may ro- 


semble other soils in texture the large | 


proportion of organic matter makes 
the water holding capacity, tempera- 
ture, color, ete., differ markedly from 
these properties of other soils, 





Practically the first step in tho 


Management of muck soils is to pro- | 


vide proper drainage. Tho extent of 
root development of the crops, the 
femperature of the soils and their 
ventilation, all depend upon drain- 
: It is sometimes difficult to pro- 
vide proper drainage, first, because 
of the flat nature of the muck lands, 
and second because it is frequently 
el to find a sufficiently low out- 
et. 

The thorough compacting of the 
seed bed is one of the fundamental 
requisites if success is to be attained. 
Mest of the general farm crops have 
become vdap_ed to growth On soils of 
close compact texture, and demand 
that the muck shall be made as 
noarly like these as possible.

HOMEMAKERS LACK TRAINING. 


The Vogue of Running a Household on 
Some of the Principles a Man Ap- 
the First Step. 


Every housewife is anxious to run 
ber home on the most efficient basis; 


but it is not ulways easy to know just | 
what measures to introduce in order | 


to insure efficiency in the home. The 


woman who models her house manage- | 


ment after the same pattern as her 
husband's business finds that there are 
many little savings made which were 
overlooked in the former days of un- 
businesslike negligence. 

Real economy can only exist in the 
homes where ‘business methods are 
used. The old slipshod ways of house- 
keeping are rapidly going out of vogue, 
as women all/over the country are 
waking up to the fact that only by ex- 
pert efficiency can the home be run on 
a saving basis, 

The trouble is that only half a dozen 
out of every score of women have had 
the necessary training to run a house 
in an efficient way; the rest marry and 
take up housekeeping without any 
ideas on the subject at all. Many of 
these women would be only too glad 
to improve their lax methods if they 


only knew how to go about it, but | 


lack of training engenders ignorance. 

The introduction of bookkeeping is 
one of the first steps toward bringing 
business methods into the home. It is 
the only way to keep any track of 
where the money goes, and no economy 
is possible unless each penny of the 
weekly expenditures can be accounted 
for. Keeping books is a step toward 
efficiency, but only the first step. 

The greatest waste in almost every 
house is in the buying. It is hard to 
judge exactly how much food is needed 
from day to day. Left over food is all 
too often allowed to go to waste when 
it might be served ‘‘en casserole” or in 
some savory form or other. 

Many of the household provisions can 
be bought much cheaper in large quan- 
tities. Of course most foods cannot be 
purchased in this way because they are 
apt to perish before being used. But 
the housewife will find that it will save 
quite a bit to buy all the nonperishable 
goods in big quantities. Soap, for in 
stance, is several cents cheaper when 
bought by the dozen or score than by 
the piece. All scouring powders or 
cleansers should be bought by the case. 
«Then there are many cereals, canned 
goods, etc., which will keep indefinitely 
and can be bought by the case. Flour, 
sugar, etc., are so much cheaper by the 
barrel that every housewife who can 
find space should buy in that way. 

If the housewife has a fairly large 
larder she should try buying bacon, 
ham, ete., by the piece instead of by 
the pound. Whole hams will keep 
quite as long as necessary, and the 
sides of bacon are good for an indefi- 
nite period,
